CONDEMN HOSPITAL SYSTEM 


American Legion Witnesses Tell 
Senators Administration of 
Religf Has Broken Down.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Dr. Thomas 
W. Salmon of New York, who was a 
Colonel in the Medical Corps of the 
army during the war, testifying today 
before the Senate committeé investigat- 
ing the condition of wounded, ill and 
otherwise disabled -ex-soldiers, made the 
statement that in 1920 400 former sol- 
diers committed suicide in New York 
State: 

**Most of those unfortunate men,’ 
Dr. Salmon added, *‘ would be alive to- 
day if they had been given the proper 
attention. It is time to think about the 
400, or’ more young ex-soldiers who may 
commit suicide_in the next year.’’ 

Veterans in the New York district whe 
are suffering from mental diseases, Dr. 
Salmon asserted, must either go to in- 
sane asylums or be treated at home. In 
the entire Second District, he said, 
which comprised. New York, New Jersey 
and Connecticut, there was not a single 
bed for the. accommodatidn of patients 
under observation, although there were 
410,000 ex-sérvice men in that area. 

Men who apply for treatment for men- 
tal disease. must be sent either to the 
insane asylums immediately or they 
must be kept at home, the witness de- 
clared, adding that last year 1,725 for- 
mer soldiers applied for mental treat- 
ment in New York City alone, and only 
800 could be taken care of. The State 
insane hospitals are caring for 879 for- 
mer soldiers. The Federal Government 
pays the State of ‘New. York $2 a day 
for taking care of each of these pa- 
tients. The average cost to the State 
is about 93 cents, so that it is making 
a profit of about $1.07 a day on each 
patient, ‘according to Dr. Salmon. 

Opposes Use ef Cantonments. 

Dr. Salmon condenined the proposal to 
use abandoned cantonments for hos- 
pitals. They would prove veritable fire- 
traps, he declared. 

“If we fill them full of. invalids,’’ he 
said, ‘the first thing we should do is 
to. erect a monument :in the centre of 
the cantonment with an inscription on 
it stating that it was destroyed, not as 
an act of God, but becausp the Gov- 
ernment found it cheaper to burn its in- 
gane veterans than to care for them.”’ 

Dr. Salmon called for the immediate 
cancellation of all Government arrange-~ 
ments with ‘contract hospitals,’ of 
which ‘there were about 1,100, he said. 
He. characterized them as ‘“‘fly-by- 
night ’’ concerns. 

For a while, he said, the Government 
sent some of its insane soldiers to Eve 
green Hospital, a home for feeble- 
minded children near Albany, N. Y., 
but’ the contract was canceled.

Employers in the building trades are 
asking 100,000 workers to accept a vol- 
untary reduction of $1 a day or more 
than $500,000 a week, it became known 
yesterday. Patrick Crowley, President 
of the Building Trades Council, said that 
the employes were unalterably opposed 
to granting the request of the employers, 
while C. G Norman, Chairman of the 
Board of, Governors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association, was just 
as emphatic in his statement that if the 
employes did not consent to the reduc- 
tion now they would have to consent to a 
reduction of $2 or $3’ at the end of the 
year, when the present agreement ex- 
pires. 

A strike or lockout in the industry 
when the present agreement runs out 
was forecast’ yesterday, but Mr: Crowley 
was confident that an arrangement satis- 
factory to both sides would be reached 
before the first of the year. 

Wages in the building trades are $9 
for journeymen and $7 for helpers. In 
1913, said Mr. Crowley, they were $5.50 
and $3.50: The cost of living, he said, 
was still 82 per cent. above that of 1914. 

*“ All the unicns that have received 
circulars from the employers’ associa- 
tions have been unanimous in their reply 
that the question of wages was a matter 
for negotiation between the Building 
Trades Council and the Building Trades 
Employers’ Assocjation,” said i Crow- 
ley. ii “aaa 

*. niccocditan aa te agreement sow th 
existence, if the employers want to re- 
duce wages ‘they mist notify the ém- 
rloyes five months in advance of the 
expiration of the agreement. The same 
holds true if the employes want an in- 


served in this way the old wages go on 
automatically. 

‘Five months is a long time to nego- 
tilate, and I am confident that we ought 
to reach an agreement by the end of that 
period. Labor costs in building are 35 
per cent. of the total. A reduction of $1 
a day would mean the saving of hardly 
2 per cent. on the total cost of con- 
struction.” 

Mr. Crowley intimated that the unions 
would meet the employers’ request with 
a counter-demand for an increase of $1 
a day. 

Mr. Norman took issue with Mr. 
Crowley’s statement concerning the 
terms of the agreement. 

‘* An agreement was negotiated in'1919 
to last through 1920 and 1921,”" he said. 
** Provision was made that if by August, 
1920, the cost of living had gone up or 
down either side might move to obtain 
an increase or. a reduction in wages. 
Instead of waiting until August, 1920, 
the Building Trades Council asked for 
an increase of $1 a day in May of that 
year. This was due to Mayor Hylan's

Aathorities Express Regret .

DUBLIN, July 6 (Associated 
Press:)—The Dublin authorities today 
expressed regret to. the ,American 
Consul over the hauling down of the 
American flag from™the Shelbourne 
Hotel, the residence of th6 -Consul, 
on the night of July 4.

SWIMMERS FOUND CORPSE 


Father Believes Son, Who Was 
in the War, May Have Had 
Attack of Amnesia. 


REMAINS IN WATER 10 DAYS 


Rope Wound and Tiled So Tightly 
That It Was Released With 
Great Difficulty. 


The body of Bruce Seymour Grenelle, 
the young Secretary of the Educational 
Department of the West Side Y. M. C. 
A., who disa red on June. 27, was 
found last evening by four swimmers 
at the foot of Beach Sixth Street, Far 
Rockaway, held fast in the water by @& 
mushroom anchor, with the rope wound 
securely around the legs near the ankles. 
The body was released with difficulty 
and brought ashore by James Duncan, 
Charles Grey, Frank Addison ‘and James 
Craig of.the Central Club, who had just 
started for their evening swim. 

The possibility of murder as well as 
suicide is guiding. the investigation of 
Detectives Raeburn and Blake of the 
Far Rockaway Police Station, who have 
been assigned to'the case. They learned 
soon after the discovery of the body 
that a young man answering Grenelle’s 
description had been seen at Far Rock- 
away on June 27, when he appeared at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon at the Central 
‘Club and asked the proprietor, Thomas 
Finucane, the rate per hour for row- 
boats. : 

When informed that the boats cost $1 
an hour he agreed to take one, but ex- 
plained that he did not have the 
change, so would give the proprietor a 
$5 note and get his change upon his 
return with the boat. The proprietor 
was extremely . nervous. 
to get 

“and the proprietor’ began to. 
search for the missing boat whith, ac- 
cording to a meinber of the Central 
Club, was equipped with an anchor 
like that found fastened to the legs of 
the body of Grenelle. 

Only a superficial examination of the 
body was made last night by the Medi- 
cal Hxaminer, who will perform an au- 
topsy today to ascertain if possible 
whether the Y. M. C. A. Secretary met 
his death by drowning or. otherwise 
came to his end. Robert Grenelle, the 
father of young Grenelle, will go to 

Rockaway this morning to confirm 
the identification and. to give the police 
any assistance they may desire. 


Mother Near Breakdown. 


Mrs. Grenelle, mother of the young 
man, who has been staying for several 
days with friends in Passaic, has been 
on the verge of a nervous collapse since 
she was informed of her son’s disappear- 
ance. It could not be learned last night 
whether she had been told of the finding 
of his body. 

When the father of the Y. M. C. A, 
secretary assumed charge of the investi- 
gation of his son’s disappearance a few 
days ago he expressed the belief that 
his son had met with foul play, but 
subsequently a talk with the latter’s 
physician convinced him that the secre- 
tary had’ suffered a relapse of memory 
or an attack of amnesia and wandered 
off. 

The latter theory was entertained by 
the father in view of the fact that young 
Grenelle had served in the war as ‘an 
air observer and. photographer ‘in the 
Signal Corps. He was in many engage- 
ments in which opportunity offered for 
shell shock, although the records do not 
show that he was either shell-shocked or 
wounded. However, the father was in- 
formed by the physician that the.young 
man’s nervous system might have been 
affected so strongly by his war experi- 
ence as to give Way. even after this long 
period. 

The body was fully clothed in a grdy 
suit such’ as Grenelle wore: when last 
seen at the Y. M. C. A., where he took

Although he served in the aviation 
forces’ in France and Italy for more 
than a year, Harry Frank Guggenheim, 
son of Daniel. Guggenheim, formerly 
head of the American Smelting and Re- 
fining Company, is listed as a “* slack- 
er”’ in the latest instalment of War 
Department lists of alleged deserters 
under the Selective Service act. Mr. 
Guggenheim’s name was included in a 
list for Division 2, Nassau Courity, 
made public yesterday. 

On the day the United States entered 

e war Mr. Guggenheim enlisted in the 
navy and obtained assignment to the 
aviation service. He trained at Palm 
Beach in the Spring of 1917 and later 
at Bay Shore.

SENATE AGAIN REJECTS 
CHANGES IN NAVY BILL 


Stands Firm Against 19- House 
Amendments and Sends Meas- 


ure Back to Conference. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.— Although 
agréging to the bulk of the provisions in 
the $409,000,000 Naval Appropriation bill 


as voted recently by the House, in at- 
tempting to dispose of differences be- 
tween the two bodies, the Senate refused 
today to yield on nineteen amendments 
and sent the measure back to the House 
with a request for further conferences. 

The amendments on which the Senate 
declined to recede include provisions for 
two airplane carriers, aviation stations 
and increased expenditures for battle- | 
ships under construction. , 
Leaders had not determined tonight 
how to meet the technical deficit in funds 
for the navy resulting from the lapse of 
appropriations with the close of the fis- 
cal year, June 30. It might be neces- 
sary, it was said, to adopt a resolution 
continuing last year’s 7 Hol te 
temporarily until the pending bill was 
enacted. Only a few days, however, it 
was believed, would be required to wind 
up the bill finally, and leaders were 
hopeful of avoiding the expedient of a 
continuing resolution. 

Among the major provisions of the bill 
disposed of finally by the Senate’s ac- 
tion today on the conference report were 
the Borah disarmament amendment and 
that fixing the navy enlisted per- 
sonnel at 106,000 men. There was no dis- 
pute over the Borah amendment, and it 
therefore remains in the measure. 

Another dispute left for the conference 
was over granting retirement privileges 
to members of the Naval Reserve force. 
The Senate voted to extend the_privi- 
lges to reserve officers, while the House 
proposed to extend it to enlisted’ men at 
gratly increased costs, Senators con- 
tended.

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Receiver Asked for Producers Oil Co. 
Special to The New York Times. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 6.—The 
Penn Lubric Qil Company of Kansas 
City today filed a sult in equity in the 
United States District Court, asking for 
the appointfhent of a receiver for the 
Producers Oil Company, a $3,000,00 
corporation, with headquarters at Lin- 
coln, Neb., which operates and owns a 
chain of soline and oil stations in 
KansaS, Missouri and Nebraska.. An in- 
junction restraining the present officers 
and employes from inter aerae with the 
jurisdiction of a receiver also is asked.

‘““At the present time two-thirds of 
the current needs of) the world for pe- 
troleum products are being supplied out 
of this one-sixth of the total petroleum 
renery9 supply. 

“This means, according to Govern- 
mental statistics, that our American re- 
serves will be practically exhausted in 
from fifteen to twenty years, and the 
result of this will be that the other 
nations of the world, which are today 
keeping relatively their five-sixths of the 
world supply, and are supplying their 
current needs from our reserves, have 
a practical monopoly of the petroleum 
supply of the world. 

‘A further direct result of such duties 
will be to divert to foreign countries, at 
the expense of American consumers and 
labor an important part of the refining 
activities of American companies. 

‘‘ More than 85 per cent. of the Mexi- 
can crude: oil goes into fuel oil. Conse- 
quently, outside of the gasoline taken 
off, it does not compete with domestic 
crude to a small extent, as in the sale 
of domestic fuel oil, principally in Texas 
and Louisiana. On the other hand, it 
is sold in close competition with coal 
for ships’ bunkers and for important in- 
dustries. of all kinds along the Atlantic 
Coast. If the proposed tariff raises the 
cost of fuel oil 25 cents a barrel, it will 
BB operas advance coal for bunker and 
ndustrial purposes by $1 a ton or more. 

‘‘ It will be noted that there is no pro- 
vision in the bill for a tax on gasoline 
or kerosene by name. The unpopularity 
of a direct tax upon these products, 
bee gs explains this omission. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that 
gasoline and kerosene come from crude 


rection,’ and the import duty of 35 cents 
on crude oil and 25 cents on fuel Ail, per 
barrel, might be materially increased. 


MUNSON LINER MEETS 
MYSTERIOUS STEAMER 





ly, Looks Over Manalbro 
and Darts Away.

BALTIMORE, July 6.—Describing . an 
encounter at midnight on the high seas 
with @ mysterious steamer of uncanny 
speed and bearing only two iights, Cap- 
tain Giles of the steamship Munalbro, a 


Munson liner, filed a report at the local 
Custom House today which may help 
clear up the mysterious disappearance 
of many ships at sea. 

The Baltimore skipper told how the 
strange vessel approched very closely, 
apparently for a look at the Munalbro, 
which was in ballast, and then turned. 
The mast head and range lights, the 
only ones burning, disappeared almost 
in a moment. 

The report was handed to the custom 
officials for Captain Giles by Walter 
B. Coria, Local Manager of the Mun- 
son line, the Munalbro having proceeded 
to Boston. The encounter, whether with 
out-and-out pirates or a vessel sent by 
the Soviet Government of Russia to prey 
on American commerce, was considered 
of great importance by the customs men. 
The report was sent to Washington 
where it received serious attention, and 
will be investigated. Warships may be 
dispatched to hunt down the mysterious 
vessel. 

According to the Second Officer, who 
made the report tto his ‘superior, the 
stranger was sighted on Thursday morn- 
ing, June 80, heading west, about two 
points forward off the Munalbro’s port 
beam. He then went on to say: 

‘*Steamyner sighted sailing very fast 
and ¢ame close, turned around, headed 
east and immediately disappeared. -The 
masthead and range lights were the 
only ones visible at the time.’’ 

The stranger showe no running lights, 
a clear violation of the law. 

The latitude and longitude indicated

Declares Administration ‘‘ Slipshod.’’ 


These witnesses asserted that the ad- 
ministration of soldier relief agencies 
had been ‘‘ haphazard and _ slipshod,”’ 
that 5,000 veterans suffering from men- 
tal diseases and tuberculosis were in 


hospitals operated by private individuals 
‘‘ under contracts that ought to be-can- 
celled tomorrow ’’; that the Speedway 
Hospital ‘in Chicago was unfit for use 
both as to the building and as tote 
location,’’ and that tubercular and men- 
tal cases totaled about 100,000. 

“The plight in which the disabled ex- 
service men find themselves is one of

Frequently beds may be available 
for certain kinds of cases, but the fa- 
cilities for tuberculosis and mental pa- 
tients are wholly inadequate.”

‘‘The trouble is that there is not a 
single administrative official who knows 
the situation,’’ replied Colonel Davis.:

JAPAN CALLED A “BUGABOO” 





Talk of Another War Soon or an 
Attack on Us Is Idle, He. 
Declares. 





Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 6.—Sendtor 
Penrose is in favor of disarmament by 
the United States, regardless of confer- 
ences with other nations. 

In an interview today at his home 
the Senator declared that he did not 
believe there would be another war in 
the near future in which this country 
would be involved. 

“I don’t think there.is anything in 
the Japanese scare, so-called,” he said. 
“TT cannot imagine anything which 
would mar our relations with Japan. 
Both nations are mutually dependent on 
each other in many ways and particu- 
larly in trade and commerce. In my 
opinion the. question is largely a bugaboo 
of the imagination which need not cause 
auy one concern. 

“As for disarmament, I favor the 
general principle of disarmament, and 
do so regardless of any agreement or 
understanding with other nations. It 
is well known that I have for some time 
favored a large measure of disarmament 
on the part of the United States. 

**No one can by any stretch of the 
imagination picture another war during 
the present generation’ and perhaps 
during the next; and no nation in the 
world desires to attack the United States 
or can do so successfully. We will have 
to pay the bill of damages for the re- 
cent war before any nation can talk of 
another war. 

‘“ This4s an era when it would be well 
for common sense to prevail. The world 
now only wants to get back to the ways 
of peace and the profitable resumption 
of manufacture and commerce, It is 
going to tax the wealth of every nation 
to the Imit for a good while to carry 
the present war legacies. How idle it 
is to talk of another war.”’ 

The Senator.was asked if he thought 
a conference between the great nations 
was necessary to gain this end. 

‘That's all foolishness,’ he ahswered. 
‘‘I believe we should go ahead with a 
small navy and a small army and tend 
to our own business. I will say that 
I do not consider agreements or con- 
ferences necessary, but they are cer- 
tainly not undesirable. 

‘“‘If any other nations want to confer 
and reduce armaments, why, let em 
go ahead. The United States is big 
enough to settle its own questions and to 

e care of itself.’’

Robinson said he visited the club at 
4:30 yostetay morning to see a friend 

ived there. Thé dispute, accord- 
ing to witnesses, started over the 
attempt of the bellboy to prevent the 
visitor from going to an upper floor 
of the clubhouse to search for his 
friend. The friend’s name was not dis- 
closed. In the altercation that followed 
it was charged Robinson struck Smith, 
knocking him down so violently that 
his head struck the floor. 

Magistrate Douras held Robinson in 
$1,500 bail for further examination on 
July 12. 

Robinson is a member of..one of the 
most socially prominent families in Ken- 
tucky and was a member of the 1911 
class at Yale, where he was conspicuous 
in athletics and failed to get his “ Y 
because of injuries in practice. He was 
a roommate and later for a time a busi- 
ness associate of ‘*Pop’’ Corey, fa- 
mous Yale football. man, and is said to 
have been one of the few men in the 
history of Yale’ who ever turned down 
an election to Skull and Bones, one of 
the most coveted senior societies. Rob- 
inson was in the insurance business for 
a while and wrote.a million dollar policy 
on the life of the late Tom Shevlin, 
another Yale football man. He is a 
member of the Tavern and Country 
Clubs in Louisville.

Marshal Fayolle of France sat at Am- 
bassador Herrick’s: left, and after 
George W. Wickérsham had hailed him 
as **that.simble soldier who did so 
much to save civilization ’’ he rose and 
in French briefly expressed:his faith in 
“permanence of Franco-Amierican 
friendship; and his satisfaction at the 
re-appointment of Mr.’ Herrick as envoy 
to. Paris. 

““In ‘these tragic years. since .1914,’’ 
said Ambassador Herrick in his address, 
‘*T have come to feel that any man who 
represents this. nation. in any foreign 
country; whether. he be Ambassador, 
Consul or Secretary, is a soldier,, going 
forth from a great nation which has per- 
haps’ not yet realized its own power in 
the world, and the need for exercising 
that. power in a concrete way. Years 
ago en. Ambassador was as a sort of 
spy, sent to: learn the secrets of the 


other country. Later he saw in‘his posi-| 


tion an opportunity for his own social 
advancement. But §t these. recent 
years, when the world been and is 
still struggling against economic and 
moral breakdown, he has become much 
more than an emissary to better his 
own, land, more even than one charged 
with. forming. better relations ‘with the 
land to which he goes, 

‘* ¥rom our nation today every repre- 
sentative to every nation<takes up a 
sacred and serious mission from. the 
people of the United, States.~ America 
does not yet quite understand her part; 


her soul {s great, but it is not yet or- 


t ganized so as to function concretely, as 


would a great business organization. I 
hope that in- years to cémeé we shall be 
able to.function as a Government quick- 
ly ‘and’ promptly. That is what even 
those who are closest to affairs, those 
at the centre of things, do not.seem to 
understand, how all nations gre turning 
to us for the solution of their prob- 
lems, the solution whith alone will bring 
the world to 4 higher plane, and which 
can only come with that. understanding.
